The  existing  bye-laws  relating  to  new  buildings  are  satis- 
factory and  are  carried  out  effectually. 

16.  General  and  miscellaneous.  All  matters  are  reported  to  the 
Sanitary  Committee  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts,  whose 
recommendations  are  acted  on,  and  special  attention  is  given  to  the 
provision  of  sinks  and  water-closets,  where  there  is  a sufficient- 
water  supply,  sewers,  and  treatment  for  effluent. 

Excreted  matters  are  used  as  manures  etc.,  and  rubbish  tips  are 
provided  for  refuse.  Householders  are  asked  to  burn  all  house  refuse. 

16 . Milk  Supply.  All  the  registered  Oowkeepers  and  Purveyors  of 
Milk  (wholesale  and  retail)  have  been  regularly  inspected  with 
regard  to  cattle  and  persons  employed  cleansing,  lighting,  venti- 
lation and  drainage,  etc.

All  the  Slaughter-houses  (18  in  number)  are  entered  & recorded 
under  the  Public  Health  Meat  Register  1924,  for  regular  and  occas- 
ional slaughtering.

and  organs  examined.  No  arrangement  is  made  at  present  for  meat

The  forms  of  notice  that  were  issued  to  all  butchers  and  slaughter 
men  had  full  instructions  printed  thereon  as  to  the  mode  of  procedure 
by  them,  and  the  Inspector  fully  explained  all  the  sections  of  the 
Regulations  to  them  when  the  first  inspections  were  made. 

All  the  shops,  stores,  and  vehicles  are  systematically  examined 
under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924 

There  are  no  Public  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District; 

148  visits  have  been  made,  and  what  has  been  found  diseased  has  been 
destroyed  by  burial  or  by  fire  after  voluntary  confiscation.

No  houses  have  been  built  by  the  Council  under  any  of  the 
Housing  Acts.  The  Council  did  purchase  several  sites  for  the 
erection  of  houses  at  Easingwold,  Tollerton,  Tholthorpe,  Shipton 
and  Helperby,  and  plans  were  prepared,  but  the  Scheme  was  not 
proceeded  with  and  the  sites  were  re-sold. 

In  1923  the  Council  decided  to  grant  subsidies  to  Private 
Builders  under  the  Act  of  1923,  and  received  sanction  to  a scheme 
for  10  houses,  and  the  whole  of  the  10  houses  were  erected.

Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area 


Mater:  In  14  Townships  in  the  area  water  is  supplied  from  Water- 

works under  the  control  of  the  Council,  the  "District  Waterworks" 
furnishing  a supply  for  11  of  the  Townships  from  a spring  at 
Kilburn.  Easingwold  is  supplied  from  a spring  near  Hanover,  and 
Coxwold  from  a spring  near  Newburgh.  These  supplies  are  piped  to 
the  houses  and  the  supply  is  constant.  At  Darlington  a spring 
near  the  village  supplies  water  to  stand-pipes. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  from  these  springs  is  good 
and  there  is  no  plumbo^solvent  action. 

The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  means  of  7/ells  or 
private  supplies.  The  majority  of  the  weirs  are  "shallow"  wells. 

A scheme  for  the  augmentation  of  the  supply  at  Easingwold  and 
for  the  supply  of  the  villages  of  Coxwold,  Thornton- on-Hill , 
Oulston,  Crayke , has  been  considered  by  the  Council,  and  an  enquiry 
was  held  by  one  of  the  Ministry's  Inspectors  during  the  year,  but 
up  to  date  the  scheme  has  not  been  sanctioned. 

I welcome  this  additional  supply,  but  in  my  opinion  the  scheme 
is  not  comprehensive  enough,  as  the  villages  of  Helperby,  Linton, 

Me  v/ ton,  Ship  ton,  and  Still  ington  are  all  in  want  of  good  water. 


The  shortage  of  water  in  Easingwold,  especially  in  the  higher 
parts  is  positively  dangerous  to  the  community,  as  for  hours 
together  there  is  not  even  sufficient  to  flush  the  water  closets, 
and  the  practice  now  of  turning  it  off  for  several  hours  each  day 
is  not  without  danger,  as  at  any  moment  the  supply  might  become 
contaminated  by  the  mere  fact  of  variations  of  pressure  in  the  pipes

I am  afraid  Ml  must  say  the  Rivers  Pollution  Act  is  a dead  letter 


in  my  district. 


10  . Drainage  and  Gev/erage

the  surface  water  drains  act  as  sewers.  In  some  Townships  sections 
of  sewers  have  been  provided,  but  Easingwold  is  the  only  one  with  an 
sort  of  provision  for  Disposal,  and  the  works  here  are  primitive 
and  have  been  in  use  for  a number  of  years.

Summary  of  Nursing  arrangements, 
Hospitals  and  other  Institutions,  avail ah le 
f o r the  Hi str i c t . 


In  some  parts  of  the  District,  voluntary  Local  Nursing 
Associations  exist  for  the  purpose  of  providing  nursing  assistance 
in  non- infectious  cases,  the  nurses  being  obtained  when  required 
from  the  Rural  Nursing  Association  at  Northallerton. 

The  Local  Authority  do  not  assist  financially  or  otherwise . 

There  are  5 Midwives  practising  in  the  District,  but  none  of 
these  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

There  are  no  Clinics  or  Treatment  Centres 
Hospitals . 

For  Tuberculosis  cases  the  North  Riding  Sanatorium  at  Aysgarth 
(outside  the  District)  is  available.  No  Hospitals  are  provided 
or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the  County  Council  for 
Maternity  or  Child  Tie  1 fare  . 

Arrangements  have  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  Middles- 
borough  Borough  Council  for  the  reception  of  Small  Pox  cases. 

For  Fever  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  for  such  as  are 
necessary  to  be  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  provided  at  Acomb 
(outside  the  District).  This  Hospital  is  only  available  when  there 
is  sufficient  accommodation.  These  cases  are  removed  in  the 
hospital  Ambulance . 

I personally  visit  all  cases  the  same  day  as  they  are  notified 
to  me  . 

No  special  Ambulance  facilities  are  available  for  non- 
-infectious  or  accident  cases. 

There  .is  no  Institutional  provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers, 
illegitimate  infants  or  homeless  children  in  the  District

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In  the  whole  district  there  'were  157  Births  registered 
(81  males  and  76  females),  as  compared  with  162  in  1924,  and  188 
in  1925,  the  birth  rate  being  15.97  as  compared  with  16.61  in  1924 
and  19.05  in  1925. 

The  total  Deaths  registered  in  the  whole  District  were  119, 
as  compared  with  116  in  1924,  and  126  in  1925,  the  uncorrected  Death 
rate  being  12.09  in  1925,  11.65  in  1924  and  12.75  in  1925.  After 
making  the  usual  corrections,  the  total  Deaths  belonging  to  the 
District  were  124,  giving  a nett  corrected  rate  of  12.7,  as  compared 
with  12.27  in  1924,  and  15.46  in  1925.

1 .  Physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  area . 


The  Easingwold  Rural  Sanitary  District  is  co-extensive  with  the 
Union  and  Registration  District  of  the  same  name . It  is  bordered  on 
the  H.U.  by  the  Thirst,  on  the  U.E.  by  the  Helmsle y?  on  the  E.  by 
the  Malton,  on  the  South  by  the  York,  and  on  the  S.L.  by  the  Great 
Ouseburn  Rural  Sanitary  Districts. 

Geologically  the  greater  part  of  the  District  is  situated  on 
the  Lias  formation,  which  is  covered , except  on  the  Horth-east,  with 
thick  layer  of  boulder  clay  and  other  glacial  deposits.  In  the  high 
grounds  to  the  Horth-east  the  shale  of  the  Lias  comes  to  the  surface 
and  is  in  some  parts  capped  by  Oslitic  sandstone .
